Confiscation Vetoed 


1° the state of Massachusetts confiscation of a motor car 

taken while carrying liquor does not necessarily mean 
confiscation, according to the import of a decision just 
handed down by the state Supreme Court. The case in ques- 
ion concerned a car which was the property of a Boston 
commpany and was being purchased on time by a man who 
was found with liquor in the vehicle. The authorities in- 
tended to confiscate the car, but the case was fought by the 
Boston Automobile Dealers’ Association, and this recent 
cecision gives a victory for the dealers’ side; the car will be 
returned to the real owners. 

This whole question of the confiscation of cars that are 
being paid for on time and have fallen into the clutches of the 
liquor law is an extr¢ ly important one, and the Massachu- 
setts decision is a welcome one, even though it is not manda- 
tory on courts of other states. 


Automobile dealers in for a reason- 
able interpretation of the confiscation of the state 
laws. Obviously no dealer would be justified in advertising 
to sell cars for the express purpose of breaking a law. On 
the other hand, it is impossible for a dealer to investigate the 
habits and business of a customer whose credentials for buy- 
ing a car on time are otherwise satisfactory.
